For 
these claims, if is unclear how the transgenic see through medka is produced. It is unclear which of the parent strain(s) carry the 
transgene. For example, claim 8 recites M a transgenic see through medka produced by... see through medka according to claim 2 and 
iridophore deficient mutant medaka strain il-1, having in... H such recitation makes it confusing whether the medka of claim 2 carries the 
transgene, or the il-1 carries the transgene, or both do. In addition, if both parents do not carry the transgene, then how is the transgene 
introduced to the transgenic see through medka. Therefore, these claims are not allowable and the amendment is not entered .
